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COMMONWEALTH  SCHOLARSHIP  PLAN 


Thirty-three  Commonwealth  Scholars  now 
at  the  University  testify  to  the  rapid  pro- 
gress of  a scheme  which  was  established 
only  2/2  years  ago.  The  Scholars  at  Toronto 
come  from  14  Commonwealth  countries  and 
are  registered  in  18  different  courses. 

In  New  Delhi  this  month,  the  second 
Commonwealth  Education  Conference  will 
examine  how  the  plan  has  worked  to  date. 
Chancellor  F.  C.  A.  Jeanneret  will  be  one 
of  the  Canadian  delegation,  which  is  to  be 
headed  by  the  Hon.  George  Drew,  High 
Commissioner  to  the  United  Kingdom.  At 
the  first  conference  at  Oxford  in  July  1959, 
the  Chancellor  was  Canada’s  senior  aca- 
demic delegate. 

One  of  the  key  documents  to  be  con- 
sidered at  New  Delhi  is  the  first  annual 
report  of  the  Commonwealth  and  Scholar- 
ship Plan,  published  last  November  for  the 
period  to  March  31,  1961. 

It  shows  that  within  the  first  year  of 
operation,  the  Plan  had  achieved  its  foun- 
ders’ hopes  that  it  would  cover  1,000  Com- 
monwealth Scholars  and  Fellows  each  year. 
By  the  end  of  the  report  period,  13 
Commonwealth  governments  had  promised 
to  finance  annually  a total  of  525  scholar- 
ships, each  good  for  two  years  of  study. 
The  grants  ranged  from  250  awards  spon- 
sored by  the  United  Kingdom  to  one  from 


Malta.  Canada  agreed  to  underwrite  125 
scholars  each  year. 

The  Commonwealth  Scholarships  are  in- 
tended to  provide  opportunities  for  study 
overseas  to  promising  young  graduates  who 
may  be  expected  to  make  a significant  con- 
tribution to  life  in  their  own  countries  on 
their  return.  They  may  also  be  for  under- 
graduate study  when  facilities  do  not  exist 
in  the  Scholar’s  homeland.  The  awards  are 
arranged  by  separate  bilateral  agreements 
between  Commonwealth  governments. 

A few  countries  also  have  established 
Commonwealth  Visiting  Fellowships  for 
senior  scholars  of  established  reputation. 

Of  the  33  Commonwealth  Scholars  now 
registered  at  Toronto,  17  are  in  their  second 
year  here.  Ten  come  from  India.  Four  of 
the  others  come  from  New  Zealand,  three 
from  Australia  and  from  Ceylon,  and  two 
from  each  of  Nigeria,  Trinidad  and  the 
United  Kingdom.  The  others  come  from 
Hong  Kong,  South  Africa,  Pakistan,  Kenya, 
Malaya,  Ghana  and  Barbados. 

They  are  registered  for  courses  in  archi- 
tecture, business  administration,  civil  engi- 
neering, educational  theory,  electrical  engi- 
neering, English,  geography,  geological 
sciences,  German,  history,  law,  mathematics, 
philosophy,  physics,  political  economy,  pub- 
lic health,  social  work  and  Spanish. 


APPOINTMENT 


President  Bissell  has  announced  the 
appointment  of  Prof.  Harry  L.  Welsh  as 
chairman  of  the  Department  of  Physics 
from  July  1 next. 

Dr.  Welsh  succeeds  Prof.  W.  H.  Watson 
who  has  headed  the  department  and  the 
Computation  Centre  since  1950.  Rapid 
growth  of  the  Centre,  which  next  summer  will 
instal  Canada’s  most  powerful  computer  for 
scientific  research,  demands  more  of  Dr. 
Watson’s  time.  He  will  continue  as  a pro- 
fessor in  the  Department  of  Physics. 


Prof.  Welsh  has  won  an  international 
reputation  for  research  in  molecular  physics 
since  he  graduated  from  Varsity  in  1930. 
His  studies  have  been  particularly  con- 
cerned with  the  structure  of  molecules  and 
the  interaction  between  molecules  in  gases 
under  high  pressure.  He  is  co-inventor  of 
an  intense  light  source  known  to  scientists 
around  the  world  as  the  “Toronto  lamp”. 

Last  June,  the  Canadian  Association  of 
Physicists  awarded  Prof.  Welsh  its  annual 
medal  for  achievement  in  physics.
